Skinning a Sea Otter, 
A full.grown sea otter is from fore 
to five teet joug aud perhaps a toot or 
more wide. When a bunter secures 


| 


and head, and withont cutting it leugth- 
wise at all he pulls the skin down over 
the body, the tide beiug so elasttc that 
this is not a difficult job, - it is then 
stretched over a smooth board six and 
a halt feet. jong, uine inches wide at 
one end and ten at the otber end. Kach 
end of this board is tapered to a pvint, 
Another board exactly the same size is 
then inserted, and the skin is stretched 
a foot or eighteen inches longer than 
Its original length. A third board naif 
the Jength of the other is wedged in! 
and the skiu lightly tacked at the ends 
to bold it in place, If any flesh ad- | 
heres to the skin it is then cut off, aud 
the bite is cured and dried in tts cun- 
dition.

‘mind trudging 40 or 60 miles three. 
times a week in order to get their 
suvplies to Kingston. Those who can 
afford it use the donkey asa meana 
of transportation, but the percentage ° 
is very small.

Many of them are no larger than a 
good-sized. Newfoundland dog. The 
animals are very strong, however, and 
make excellent beasts of burden.
